TRANSFER REGULATIONS 


A transfer will be issued, on request, only at the time of 
payment of fare. Transferring to another route will only be per¬ 
mitted at the first or last point of contact with the desired route. 
As service on feeder lines is not as frequent as on main lines, 
patrons transferring to a feeder line are advised to commence 
their journey sufficiently early to avoid missing connections with 
the feeder line. Transfers will not be accepted unless presented 
before expiry of time limit. In case of dispute, pay fare and 
report all facts re time, location, vehicle number to Superintend¬ 
ent's Office, Edmonton Transit System.

AND GOOD SERVICE 

Your Transit System is striving to provide the citizens of 
Edmonton with good transportation service. However, this is 
dependent upon mutual understanding and co-operation. We 
cordially invite you to assist us in our efforts by observing the 
following suggestions: 

• Have your fare ready before you enter the coach, so that no 
delay may result in the boarding of your fellow passengers. 

• If transfer is desired, ask for it when paying fare. 

• Enter quickly and move to the nearest available seat or to the 

rear of the vehicle. Please do not crowd the front portion of 
the coach—this only results in your vehicle being uneconomi- 
cally loaded and subsequent passengers being passed up. 

• Hand unfolded transfer face up to the Operator. 

• Signal for your stop in plenty of time—midway between stops. 

• Always leave the vehicle by the centre exit doors. 

• Do not converse with the Operator unless to make legitimate 
enquiries.

EDMONTON 


The City of Edmonton, capital of the Province of 
Alberta, has a population of 183,500 and covers an 
area of about 42 square miles. Of this area, 2,146 
acres have been set aside as public parks and play¬ 
grounds. Altitude of the city is 2,182 feet. 

A 1950 survey showed that there were 48,295 
dwelling units in the city, 5,060 places of business 
and 71 schools. 

The airport comprises 750 acres with 664,036 
square yards of concrete runways. Four major air¬ 
lines and many charter trip companies operate out 
of this modern, $12,000,000 airport, and flights from 
Edmonton connect with lines to Europe, the Orient 
and the Antipodes. 

The University of Alberta 

Edmonton is the seat of the University of Alberta, 
which has an enviable reputation in educational 
circles of the continent. Students from every part of 
the world come here to study, and enrollment is over 
5,950 each year. 

Edmonton Transit System 

Your Transit System is owned and operated by 
the City of Edmonton, for the purpose of providing 
mass transportation at cost to the citizens of Edmon¬ 
ton. 



Operation of the System, originally known as the 
Edmonton Radial Railway, commenced on November 
8th, 1908. Conversion from railway to trolley coach 
and bus operation was completed in 1951 at a cost of 
5V3 million dollars. During this 12 year program 
the transit fleet doubled the number of route miles 
operated in line with Edmonton's rapid growth and 
development. From year to year routes are being 
extended to serve additional areas, while funds are 
being spent to continue the modernization of the 
fleet. (In 1952 $300,000 was spent for 12 new larger 
coaches). 

The fleet of 184 vehicles travelled 5,140,000 miles, 
carrying 36 million passengers over 60 miles of 
routes in 1952. There are now about 29 square miles 
within one-quarter of a mile of established transit 
services—% of the city's total area. 

The Transit System has, however, lost a consid¬ 
erable number of off-peak riders so that now each 
coach picks up only 7 passengers per mile on the 
average. It is our earnest desire to encourage more 
passenger traffic in the off-peak hours, building up 
the "basic load," and making it possible to provide 
more frequent and improved service on the routes. 

Operating costs in 1952 amounted to over 3 
million dollars. Our objective is to hold operating 
expenditures so that minimum fares rrjay be main¬ 
tained. Improved service schedules mean increased 
operating costs, and can only be achieved by in¬ 
creased patronage at the present fare level.
